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SPOILING THE CAKE. 


N commenting unfavorably upon the movement in progress in a number 
of state legislatures, to have certain periods of the public school time set 
aside for religious instruction elsewhere than in the schoo! rooms, a writer 
of note recently asked: ‘Why not leave religion to religious teachers and 

public school education to public school teachers, and keep the two sep- 
la arate, which has been the American plan thus far?’ ThiS is not strictly 

correct. It has not been the American plan thus far, if we go back far 

enough for the starting point, but it is rapidly becoming the plan, and the 
results are not admirable. This sort of talk is founded on the misconception that there 
are two separate developments of human character, educational and religious. No 
greater fallacy was ever conceived. A man’s character is a composite of all the ele- 
ments that go into its formation, physical, mental, social and religious, and they are 
all going in together and at the same time and are being intermingled like the in- 
gredients of a cake. One might as well undertake to build a cake by the separate pro- 
cess, different persons, at different times, putting in the different elements in varying 
and unknown quantities, many cakes having some of the ingredients omitted because 
of lack of opportunity to put them in. 

“Before we dogmatize on this subject, we ought first to obtain a clear under- 
standing of just what we are seeking to accomplish by public education. To do good 
work of any kind, a model, or ideal, must first be adopted and the methods of work 
adapted to its production. Why, then, do we support schools at public expense? Is 
it just a democratic idea that the children of the poor have as much right to have 
their minds trained as those of the rich? That is a great social principle to which we 
all subscribe, but is that the fundamental of public education? That they have such a 
natural right doés not in itself justify the taxing of one man to educate the children 
of another. The real fundamental is the necessity for the nation to provide by educa 
tion for citizens of the right quality to preserve its life and perpetuate its institutions 
That is something which is for the common welfare and justifies the taxing of al! 
to promote it, regardless of whose children it is who are educated. 

“If we keep this fact clearly in mind we are carried naturally to the next step 
which is the character of education necessary to produce the sort of citizens not onls 
capable of perpetuating our institutions, but incapable of destroying them. It takes 
no profound study of the matter to reach the conclusion that we cannot have such citi- 
zens unless their education contains factors for the building of sound moral! char- 
acter, which factors are religious in their nature, are expressions of man’s instinctive 
religious aspirations. We cannot build up separately a religious-or moral character 
and an irreligious one in the same individual. The effort to do so has produced re 
sults that are causing widespread alarm as to the future of our citizenship. How best 
| to blend the religious and moral with the academic and physical in our educational pro- 

cesses is a legitimate subject of discussion, but to assume that they can be kept 
entirely separate is to violate\ nature and to ignore the experience of mankind.”

Paris—The Catholics of Valen- 
ciennes have just had the satisfaction 
of seeing the Council of State, on the 
complaint of its arehpriest, annul! the 
resolution passed in 1925 by a Socia!- 
ist town council forbidding all relig-. 
ious processions, particularly the tra- 
ditional procession of the “Holy 
Cord.” This procession of the Holy 
Cord had taken place every year since 
1008. 

The Council of State held that no 
reason having to do with public saf+- 
ty justified the interruption of this 
tradition. 

The town government of 1925. hav- 
ing resigned following certain diffi- 
culties, was replaced by a more toler- 
ant government. This latter united 
with the clergy in demanding the an- 
nulment of the prohibition, going so 


\far as to declare that they would re- 


sign if they did not win.
